Fleets of Japanese bombers, of- 
ten accompanied by fighter planes, 
struck at the Bismarck and Admir- 
alty Islands, British New Guinea, 
the Dutch East Indies and Singa- 
pore, which suffered a savage attack 
on civilian areas.

Husband and wife living together | 


at the close of the taxable year 
may file a single joint return (evén 
though one has no gross income), 
or make separate returns of the 
income of each. If separate returns 
are filed, one may not report in- 
come which belongs to the other, 
but report only the income which! 
actually belongs to him. If a joint| 
return is filed, 
come disclosed is subject to both 
the normal tax and the surtax. The 
liability with respect to the tax on 
a joint return is joint and several. 
A joint return may not be made 
if either husband or wife is a non- 
resident alien. 

If a joint return is not made by 
an agent of the taxpayers, it must 
be signed by both husband and 
wife and sworn to before a proper 
officer by the spouse preparing the 


| return. 


Where separate returns are filed 
by husband and wife on Form 1040, 
the joint personal exemption of $1,- 
500 may be taken by either or di- 
vided between them in any pro- 
portion as agreed upon, but if either 


|or both spouses make a return on 
‘Form 1040A, each spouse is treated 


as a single person and entitled to 


‘'a personal exemption of $750 only. 


Husband and wife may elect each 
year to file a joint return or sep- 
arate returns. Where, however, joint 
or separate returns have been fil- 
‘ed for a particular year, neither 
husband nor wife may, after the 
due date of return, file an amend- 
ed return or returns On the other 
basis for that year.

THE child from one to two years 
of age is more interested in de- 
stroying than in building. He can 
cause something to happen when 
he tears things apart or knocks 
them to pieces. To do so gives him 
a sense of power. Left alone with 
a few blocks he will, without 
teaching, learn to put them to- 
gether for himself. 

Parents, notably fathers, are 
inclined to build up things for the 
baby to knock down. Observing 
the joy the child gets in doing s0, 
the parent is tempted to go on at 
this sort of amusement over a 
period of months, even years. This 
is not good for the child. It is 
teaching him the very thing he 
should not learn. If the child is to 
acquire the ability to amuse him- 
self he must learn to find enjoy- 
ment in construction. If, there- 
fore, the parent is going to help 
the child at all with blocks, he 
should help him build. 

- Without punishment, but with 
gentle restraining and skillful 
suggestion the baby can be taught 
to desist from knocking down the 
structure, but instead to take the 
blocks down carefully, one by one. 


The usual cubical blocks are not 
the best. There should be some 
oblongs, two or three times as 
long as square on the end. A few 
strips six inches or longer are also 
desirable. There should be sev- 
eral pieces of the same dimension. 
Parents or older children can, 
with a saw and plane, easily make 
the best kind of simple building 
material for the child under three 
or four. 
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“Teaching the Baby To Build 


Frail toys encourage destrue- 
tiveness, As soon as a toy is 
broken, either remove it, or repair 
it at once. A few very substantial 
toys are better than many fragile 
ones. 

When the child deliberately 
breaks a toy or dashes it to pieces, 
better punish him immediately, 
but be sure first that it was not an 
accident. Remember that “care- 
ful” may not mean the same to 
the child as it means to you. 

Some parents desiring to en- 
courage the child’s curiosity, allow 
him to take toys apart. Some older 
children, accordingly, remove the 
wheels from their wagon or tri- 
cycle about as soon as they get it. 
To do so is not good for the child 
unless he can replace it intact. 

Rarely can anyone put such toys 
together well after dissembling 
them. The older children will 
profit from the use of construction 
sets that are not too hard for 
them, provided that they are 
taught to take good care of the 
parts.
